Again, from the 
amount of the debt of the United States on the first day of the 
vear 1822, the first commencement of a year after the payment 
of tie claims on the Florida purchase, and the amount of the 
debt Ist of January, 18 !6, we find that in the space four years, 
the United States, besi sides paying all the expenses of the govern- 
ment and inte peak of their de ‘bt, d discharged more than twe ive and 
a half millions of dollars of the principal. Irom these data, l 
think I shall shew in the course of this essay, that, by a prudent 
application of Our means, we can in much less time than might at 
first be supposed, both pay off our debt, and entirely, or very near- 

iy annihilate slavery among us, without laying any additional ta x, 
or at allinfringing on the claim of the slave holders. But previ- 
ous to entering on the consideration of the mode of eifecting it, 
vr the necessary calculations, I proceed to consider the proprie- 

ty, expediency, constitutionality and obligation, of the general 
government’s buying up the slaves by voluntary contract, and 
colonizing them without the territory of the Luited States. 

And first, of its propriety. Of this there can cert: iinly be no 
coubt. If it be true and self-evident, as our declaration of inde- 
pendence declares, that all men are created equal, and are en- 
owed Dy theis Creator with the inalienable rights of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, itis manifest, that nothing but the 
ost absolute and peremptory necessity can justify us in “keeping 
our fellow-creaiures iu that condition; and if such a necessity 

exists at present, that the most speedy and effectual measures 
suould be used to remove it. That no necessity exists for its be- 
ing retained perpetually, is manifest from this:—That all other 
ivilized nations except our own, either do not permit it, or are 
nursuing measures to abolish it; that in those of our own states 
where there are few or no slaves, labor is performed to more ad- 
vantage, the lands improve faster, are more valuable, and there 
‘Ss a more rapid increase in population and wealth, than in those, 
where they are numerous. —Than in managing the concerns ofa

sustice to it. The impolicy of slavery 1s abundantly manifest, 

Dy comparing the iucrease of popuiation in slave holding states. 
with that increase in those states where few or no slaves exist.— 
‘Lhe population of Virginia, considered by far the most populous 
state during our revolutionary war, was by the census of 1790, 
considerably more than double that of New-York, whereas by 
that of 1820, thirty years after, that of New-York exceeded that 
of Virginia, by consider ably more than a fourth, and very nearly 
x third part of the latter. “Nor is this all. The population of 
New-York is all of a friendly nature, and may be depended on 
in case of war, or invasion, whereas the slave population, which 
is nearly one half of the other, is of a hostile nature, and so far 
‘rom being any protection in the hour of danger, could not be 
safely trusted with arms, and would even req sire a consiverable 
part of the free population to guard againstthem. A large slave 
population will always interfere considerably with the increase of 
vee populotion. ‘The free labouring poor, which must always 
voustitute, the greater whe ldo oe ola Aasg. «tong exclusively free. 
will nat d ry,‘vhere slaves cons titute a 


This head is so extensive, 
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large pr por ee of the population, for the obvious reason, that 
there is little chance of employment for them, most of these whe 
vant lal JOU, hel ing provide d with slaves for that purpose. 

Te political evils arising [rom an extensive slave population, 
are many and great. Those who cultivate their lands by labor- 
ers of this description,are obliged to feed and clothe a great num- 
ber, who from infancy, old age or other causes, are incapable of 
labor. This olives them to cultivate much more land than they 
Can manure, so that we generally find land so situated to depre- 
ciate. The Xpense of supporting so many supernumeraries les- 
sens their profits, which are still farther di: minished by the loss of 
the income, which the capital ves ted in this kind of proporty, 
would nvoduce in any other good investment, All which accounts 
for the well known fact, thet the prodnce of slave labor cannot 
come in competition in the market with the produce of free la- 
bor. The lands also become less valuable from jthe want ofa 
free laboring population, many of whom w ould become wealthy, 
and of « ourse competitors for the purchase of it. Inconvenien- 
ces may be expected to arise from an extensive slave population, 
to the wealthy, because, if it were not for the slave population, 
there would be an abundance of free labourers to be employed to 
better advantage. The difficulty of procuring hirelings to those 
in middling circumstances, who are not riche nough {o own slaves, 
is manifestly increased; while the free poor are injured from a 
diminution of employment. 

Let it be considered, moreover, that an extensive and rapidly 
increasing slave population, and such, ours of a milliun and three 
quarters, doubt ing every twenty-seven years, must be considered, 
has always been found to produce wars, the most expensive 
and desolating of all political oviles “and avery short war would 
cost the nation more, than buying up and removing that popula- 
tion on a judicious plan, as will f trust appear in the course of 
this essay. 

The expediency of the measure is still further enlianced from 
the increaso of the public prejudices against this evil. All the 
states of our union to the northward of the states of Maryland 
and Delaware, the slaves of which, by the census of 1790, were 
upwards of forty thousand, have either abolished slavery, or made 
provision for the speedy removal of it. ‘The same may be said 
of the seven republics, ‘which have lately been formed out of the 
former Spanish American dominions. An indep2ndent govern- 
ment of bl: ack people has lately arisen in a very large and fruitful 

Vest India Island. Repeated and respectable petitions have 
been lately made to the British Parliament, for the abolition of 
slavery in their fore ‘ign possessions 5 and the British Minister has 
declared a determination of removing it, if the Colonial Govern- 
ments do not soon of themselves eflectit. That powerful engine, 

the press, has also lately become active in the cause, and peri- 
odical publications, having this for their professed object, are 
edited and meet with encouragement from the public. Anti-Sla- 
very Societies multiply in different parts of the union. And these 
circumstances must become very generally known to the slaves 
themselves, and tend to raise in them hopes of relief from their 
enslaved condition. 

The writer of this essay has communicated his proposed p’an 
for the removal of slavery, to several slave holders, for the pur- 
ose of knowing their dispos itions, and hearing their observations 
and objections, and had the pleasure of finding them generally 
friendly to the measure.of buying them up for the purpose of 
liberating and colonizing them. Indeed he considers the measure 
as very favorable to the interests of that class of our citizens.

French Traffic in Slaves. The following is a copy 
of a letter addressed to John Bennet, ksq. Secretary 
to Lloyd’s, by their agents, dated Havre, ‘the 22d of 
ugust. 

‘* Sin—-We beg leave to communicate to you an 
extract of a report recently made to the king, by h's 
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aE er Sa 
Excellency the Minister of the Marine, relative to 
the Slave Trade, and, inasmuch as it displays the 
its power, the odious commerce, we have consider- 
ed it would be agreeable to Lloyd’s to receive an au- 
thentie communication of the following details : 

‘His Excellency states to the King, that the 
French government has never relaxed in its eflorts 
for the suppression of the Slave Trade—that the na- 
yal station on the coast of Africa, which up to the 
present time, consisted of a sloop of war and two 
prigs, and four other vessels has recently been rein- 
forced by a frigate—that another force has been or- 
dered to cruise off Cuba—that the Governors of 
French colonies, and naval officers commanding in 
the West Indies, Cayenne, Bourbon and Madagas- 
car, had received the most positive and most pressing 
jnjunctions, to use all due vigilance, and tosese all 
French vessels which might attempt to trade in 
siaves—that orders had been issued from the depart- 
ment of the Marine, addressed to all Frenchships ou 
their Jeaving French ports, to assist in the suppres- 
sion of this odious traflic by boarding and searching 
all French vessels suspected of engaging in the same, 
and to detain those whose lading or equipment fur- 
nished proof of their being slave ships. The minis- 
ter observes, that a royal decision held out to the 
captors a premium of 100/. (41.) head money, for 
each slave broughtin, to be employed in the public 
works; that French consuls on the western coast of 
America were authorised to sequester any French 
ship convicted of trading in slaves, with orders to 
send her to the nearest French colony for adjudica- 
tion, Finally, the naval authorities in the ports of 
France are required to throw every obstacle in the 
way of the clearance of any vessel whose outfit and 
general equipment may appear suspicious; they are 
eommanded to be vigilantin the preventing the ship- 
ment of manacles calculated for fastening slaves to- 
gether; as also a greater number of water casks or 
boilers than may be strictly necessary for the crew, 
and not to deliver the muster rol! in all cases where 
the number of the crew shall exceed that usually 
employed in vessels to which no suspicion attaches. 

‘The report adds, that all coutraventions to the 
laws, prohibitory of trading in slaves, are judicially 
proceeded against; thatany, the slightest element of 
proof shall furnish sufficient grounds for bringing 
the delinquents before the tribunals. It states, that 
since 1817, one hundred and fifty three cases have 
been submitted to the Courts abroad and at home, 
which have led to fifty-three convictions and seven- 
ty-four acquittals, leaving twenty-six, in which the 
legal procedure is as yet incomplete. 

“The Minister concludes by observing, ‘ Such, 
Sire, is the ensemble of measures commanded and 
executed with rigor, in order to enforce the strict 
execution of treaties, and of the laws. If they have 
not entirely suppressed this forbidden trathe, st least 
they prove that the government omits nothing, hav- 
sigtiuis objectin view.’ ”
